Dy Associated P.*##s to The Run 
WILMINGTON, Del., June 23—All 
is quiet In this community today fol­ 
lowing the horrible lynching of 
(leo. 
White, Helen Dishop’s confessed slay­ 
er, nt an early hour this morning. 
Of the mob of nearly 5,000 that, q,ver- 
jioxvered the authorities, stormed the 
New Castle county worhouse and drag­ 
ged from a cell the trembling wretch 
and burned him at the stake, the iden­ 
tify of only one person 
Is 
publicly 
known. 
That person Is little Peter Smith, 
12 years old, who fell when the work­ 
house guards fired on the mob. The 
lad was struck by a bullet which en­ 
tered his back and is thought to have 
penetrated his kidneys. 
At the ho­ 
meopathic hospital, this morning, the 
physicians said the boy was in a se­ 
rious condition. 
After the 
mob had completed Its 


and they were deluged by a stream of 
water from the fire fighting equipment 
of the Institution. 
This did not less­ 
en the eagerness of the besiegers who 
immediately began an assault upon the 
iron doors. 
Chief 
of Police 
RIark 
ohouted 
to 
the crowd: ‘'The first that comes into 
this corridor will be killed.” 
A man. said 
to be from 
the south, 
grasped

hammers and as he attacked the steel 
grating, cried: “Then

did not aim at each other. 
In addition to Peter Smith, a youth 
name not known, was slightly wound­ 
ed during this fusllade.

300 men and boys were 
storming the front of the jail, several

T E RRIBLE CONFESSION. 
“I was sent by Mr. Woodward to the 
cornfield to try some corn. 
I saw Mr. 
Woodward’s daughter and intended to 
assault hor but a c o u p le of men came 
along in a wagon and I did not disturb 
hor. Then I saw the Bishp girl and I 
followed her. 
“I seized her and asked her lf she 
l a d any money s h e would 
give 
me 
to let her go. 
She 
gave 
me

cents. 
Then again I seized her and she 
cried: ‘please don’t hurt me.’ 
“I choked her and accomplished my 
purpose. 
Then I asked her lf she was 
going to tell on me.

rendered 
the already Incensed crowd even more 
desperate and some wanted to tear him 
limb from limb before they 
reached 
the scene of his exe< ution. 
The negro 
begged not to be burned, but no mercy 
was shown him. While at times during 
the night there were at 
least 
5000 
people around the workhouse, the men 
who actually took part in the lynching 
did not number over 500. 
The lender 
was a man who said his 
name 
was 
Baker and that he was from Virginia. 
His face was familiar to most of the 
people and it is believed that he is a 
resident of Wilmington, though some 
say ho*had been Imported for the pur­ 
pose of leading the mob. 


R ESU LT OF A PLOT. 
The lynching Is belle\cd to have been 
the result of a plot which was 
con­ 
cocted several days ago and was to 
have been put into execution Saturday 
night, but on that occasion there was a 
misunderstanding and 
the 
attempt 
failed. 
Early yesterday morning word 
was passed around that the attack was 
to be made on the prison at IO o’clock 
last night and that the men who were 
to participate in It were to meet 
at 
Price’s corner, half an hour before that 
time. 
Tim report gained wide circula­ 
tion but most people who were not ac­ 
tually concerned in the plot were of the 
opinion that the plan would not be c a r­ 
ried out. 
As a result of the reports 
however, people 
docked 
toward 
the 
w o r k h o u s e early in the evening, but 
the majority of these were there out 
of curiosity, 
although 
ofter 
they 
leached the prison many joined the a t ­ 
tacking party. 
The police department was advised 
during the day of 
ihe 
contemplated 
attack and 36 policemen In charge of 


After 
forcing 
their way 
Into 
the 
lower corridor on 
the west wing, 
the 
crowd surged un to the front row of 
cells on 
the third floor. 
The leaden- 
who wielded 
the 
sledges 
and rivet 
cutting 
appliances, were 
calm 
and 
determined 
and cut straight to 
the 
cell of 
the 
man they 
wanted. 
The 
fact that no other doors were demol­ 
ished is 
due to 
the coolness 
of the 
leaders who quietly told Chief of Po­ 
lice Black and Warden 
Meserv* that 
they intended to get the negro if they 
had to break every door In 
the place. 
The officials then Informed the leaders 
that White 
was in cell No. 13 on 
the 
front row, third story. This cell was 
at once attacked. 
Warden Meserve 
then 
rushed 
into 
the cell corridor and told the men how­ 
to disconnect the door so it could be 
opened. 
As the door slid open there 
was a deafening cheer and cries of: 
"Don’t hurt him. 
Take him to the 
place where he murdered Miss Bishop 
for we have driven a stake there and 
will burn him." 
White fought 
desperately 
for 
his 
life. 
He knocked down the first man 
who approached him. One of the lead­ 
ers, a powerful man, threw his arms 
around the prisoner, thus protecting 
him from violence. 
After much diffi­ 
culty the mob that crowded the corri­ 
dors was persuaded to leave the build­ 
ing. 
White in the custody of 
two 
strong men, brought up 
thp 
rear. 
There 
was a confused 
rush In which 
no one seemed to know where 
the 
prisoner was 
White begged to be al­ 
lowed to say a few words to the crowd 
More he was killed and the promise 
was made to him that he should be 
allowed to make a statement. 
When he found that his case wots 
hopeless the negro confessed to having 
committed the deed and did not spare 
himself in telling of it. 
He prayed fervently to God to for­ 
give ills sins and seemed anxious to 
do as much talking as possible in the 
few minutes he had to live 
While 
White was praying and confessing the 
crowd spilt rails with which to burn 
him. 
When everything seemed to be 
about ready, a man on a white horse 
rode into the crowd. 
It It said his 
home Is in Kentucky. 
Taking off his 
broad-brimmed felt hat he bowed to 
the crowd and said: 
“Ladies and Gentlemen, me and this 
horse are going to get some straw to 
start this fire.'’ 
He rode to a neat-by farm 
h o u s e 
and in a short time reappeared 
with 
two stacks of straw. 
The straw was 
placed around the stake and 
White 
was brought bareheaded Into the cir­ 
cle 
His nerve seemed to be good and 
he held his head up while he address­ 
ed the crowd, making another confes­ 
sion and appealing to God for mercy. 
With a strong rope the 
negro 
was 
bound from shoulders to feet and fas­ 
tened to the stake. 
The

then applied to the straw. 
The flames leaped up and licked the 
m an’s bare hands. 
He was held erect 
by one of the lynchers until his cloth­ 
ing was burning when he was pushed 
Into the bed of the fire. 
H1r contor­ 
tions were terrible but he made 
no 
sound. 
Suddenly the ropes on his legs 
parted and he sprang from the fire 
and started to run. 
A man 
struck 
him In the head with a piece of fence 
rail and knocked him down.

He rolled out several times,

It Is a fart that public senti mem 
so generally approves of the lynching 
that it will be hard to secure a con­ 
viction even lf arrests arc made. 
Judge Grubb of the county court to­ 
day made a public statement in which 
he deplores the lynching of White and 
Its consequent reflection upon the good 
name of Delaware. 
The judge also ex­ 
plained the action of the court in r e ­ 
fusing to call a special session of the 
grand Jury for the indictment of Miss 
Bishop’s murderer. 
He says 
a 
trial 
would have been attended by such pub­ 
lic clamor and prejudice that the court 
would have been compelled to grant 
the motion of the prisoner’s counsel for 
a change of venue. 
Once the prisoner 
was moved to the Insecure jail of Kent 
or Sussex county, he might 
have

to be a 
grant 
made by Pope Adrian 
IV, conferring on Henry ll 
England, 
the 
Island of ireland to 
hold in fl<*f 
Concerning Its genuineness 
or falsity 
historians hav« long been In dispute. 
Prof. Thatcher shows that the ques­ 
tion of the offering of Ireland to Hen­ 
ry as a 
fief and the question 
of tho 
genuineness of the bull are not the 
same. 
"Laudlblliter 
cannot 
have 
been 
written,” says Prof. Thatcher, “by one 
who knew* what was essential to such a 
document. 
It Is merely a Latin exer­ 
cise of some 12th century student, who 
was practicing in the art of composi­ 
tion and for this purpose chose to im­ 
personate Adrian IV'. 
it must be re­ 
jected as entirely worthless.'

As laird a blow has been struck by the 
weather man upon these who make much

kerosene 
oil 
and 
naphtha lam ps should also be prohibited. T hey are all ve ry dangerous, all 
prolific causes of fires, fatal burnings and d estructio n of prop erty. 
Glass lam ps are especially d ang erou s Inasm uch as lf th e y a re upset at 
All they m ost generally b reak and canse a serious fire. 
U n fo rtu n a te ly there 
ic no practical w ay of enforcing this im p o rtan t recom m endation. 
Seldom has there been a more strik in g 
illustration 
of the 
d a n g e r from 
oil lamps than w as afforded by the tragic occurrence at the hom e of Million­ 
aire P eats at G reenw ich, Conn., w hen his 
only d au g h te r 
w as b urned 
to 
death, his wife narrowly escaping the 
sam e fate while tryin g to save her 
daughter, while the costly m ansion and its fu rnishing s 
were a lm o st entirely 
destroyed, the 
total 
loss being estim ated at $250,000. 
The fire marshal m akes an o th e r recom m endation 
even m ore 
Im p ortan t 
than that in regard to oil lam ps 
when he says: 


"I feel It my duty to call a tte n tio n to th e system of placing in su rance In 
* this state, 
and feel th a t it la responsible for m a n y Incendiary fires. 
I refer 
to local agents, w ho w rite in su ran ce in their offices, and n ever exam in e 
the 
risk. 
The consequences a re an over-insu rance, an d 
an in du cem en t to de­ 
fraud the companies by m ean s of a crim in al fire. 
No well 
reg u late d 
life 
insurance company would consider a risk 
on 
a n y person w ho had not been 
exam ined by a co m p eten t physician. 
W hy should not this rule apply to fire 
risks as w ell? I regard it as alm ost a crim e for an ag ent k no w in gly to place 
over-insurance, th ereb y subjecting his co m p an y to possible loss, an d placing 
adjoining property In Jeopardy." 


There is no question w h atever as to the a c cu ra cy of this s ta te m e n t a l­ 
though it is difficult to believe th a t in su ran ce com panies will w rite policies 
w ithout seeing or Inv estigatin g the p rop erty. 
It is a result of com petition 
am ong riv al com panies, each feeling th a t if it does not tak e tho business its 
rival co m p an y will g ra s p a t it. 
T h a t is th e kind of a policy th a t c o m p an ­ 
ies should endeavor to avoid, 
it Is the kind of in su ran ce we m ig h t n a tu r ­ 
ally expect a com pany to send into a rival office. 
It is an abuse of the insurance business th a t should not be tolerated 
by the companies 
E v e ry tim e a dishonest m a n calls for In su rance nnd 
gets it the company is victimized. 
Such a m an will set a v alu e upon his 
stock or his building which an y shrew d insurance a g en t can see is exces­ 
sive. 
The insurance c o m p a n ie s guilty of this negligence do n ot ta k e the 
trouble to find out and as a result th e m an who g ets the policy can rem ove 
the greater part of his stock and th en s ta rt a fire. 
If It g ets a little h e a d ­ 
w a y he can represent th a t the stock insured was burned u p an d th u s claim 
the full am ount of the insurance. 
Ruch a system is a m enace to th e co m m u nity in w hich it is done as 
well as an injustice to th e in su ran ce com pany th a t m u st 
p a y the bill. 
The Are marshal also hints th a t in cen d iary fires a re 
m ore 
num ero us 
than generally supposed. 
After the fire It is h ard to find th e evidence to 
prove Incendiarism although there m ay be good gro un ds 
for 
suspicion. 
One 
of the strongest reasons 
for suspicion In such cases is over in su ran c e re ­ 
cently placed. 
If the Insurance com panies were more careful on this point 
it would not be so easy for dishonest men to swindle them at the rick of 
destroying property surounding their own.

The railroad commission has adopted 
an order limiting the speed of trolley 
cars to 15 miles an hour. 
"The board says that the general rule 
suggests the following specific rules: 
"First 
Unless authority is specially 
given therefor by the board of rail­ 
road commissioners, no single truck car 
shall be operated at a rate of speed 
exceeding 15 miles an hour. 
"Second 
In ap pro aching any public 
or priva te w ay Intersecting

of the car must be reduced to such a 
rate as will make it possible to stop 
It Immediately. 
"Third 
In rounding curves the speed 
of a car must be reduced to meet the 
condition of limited vision of railway 
and highway.

mus t be so reduced as to test the work­ 
ing of the brakes.
